|THE MEMPHIS APPEAL 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE APPEAL. 
HAWKEYE STATE, Aug. II, 1887, 
Fditors Memphis Appeal: 

The city of St. Paul contains about fif- 
teen thousand inbabitants. Its general 
appearance indicates that the population 
is composed of a better class of people 
than that of any other city we have seen 
in the northwest. The peculiarities that 
give evidence of this are found in the 
splendid improvements of all characters 
that are presented to the view. The 
houses, stores, churches, hotels, resideu- 
ces and publie buildings are large, 
roomy and handsomely built, The gen- 


erality of the structures are made of. 


evenly dreased stones, the lines and 
seams of which appear as regular as we 
see in brick buildings. The city is situ- 
ated on a bed of light colored limestone, 
which averages from ten to twenty feet 
in thickness. Beneath this is found an 
immense deposit of bard sand, which is 
estimated as being of incalculable value 
for manufacturiog glass Chemists re- 
portit to be as of fine quality as that of 
which the best Bohemian and Crerman 
viasswareismade. Thissource of wealth 
will be of immense importance to the 
development of St. Paul, The main 
business street of the city is more than a 
mile in length, and the store houses are 
splendid structures, builded with much 
judgment and good sense, with a view to 
the purposes for which they are adapted.

large number of people from various, 
praises of everything, the kindly treat- 


quarters of the south have located there, 
and purpose remaining. Many of them 
assure me that they have never found & 
better business place, and in point of 
healthfulness they think that it is the 
spot whence the fountain ef youth flows 
in every shining brook, gleaming lake 
and glittering river. The individuality 
of this city is evidenced in the enthusi- 
asm that is apparent in every one’s man- 
ner and style, whether of business or 
sovial intereourse. It is peculiarly Gos- 
mopolite. Thereis a pleasing familiarity 
and wood feeling existing amongstits cili- 
zens, Trade rivalry does not seem to 
affect the social good feeling that exists 
antongst tradesmen and the people. The 
reasou for t@is is doubtless found in the 
fact that there are not too many business 
houses in St. Paul to supply its trade. 
it ia difficult to estimate the inimense 
trade that concentrates at this point from 
all sections of thenorthwest. The great- 
est variety of traffic is apparent in the 
stores and on the streets. There are 
large storehouses devoted exclusively to 
wholesale business of every character. 
The fur depots are also @ very impor- 
tant class of business houses. Large 
amounts of lumber are bought and sold. 
Immense quantities of grain seeks outlet 
to southern and eastern markets from 
this port, and hence are dispatched to 
every far-off settlement of the great 
northwestern region, all the trains of 
merchandise and emigrants that go 
thither to develop the unbounded re- 
sources of this great country. 

The season for active business con- 
tinues during the larger portion of the 
year, but is most lively in the spring 
time and autumn. The railroad system, 
which is making St. Paul a great center 
for the network that looks like spider's 
web of iron threads hereabouts, is doing 
much to distribute the trade that once 
was done by the slowest, old-fashioned 
wagon trains imaginable. The Pembiua 
all wood earts of the Red river wagon 
trains continue to be fitted out at St. 
Paul, but doubtless they, too, will soon 
tind a nearer depot on some of the grest 
railway lines that are reaching into the 
extreme depths of the western wilder- 
pess and wilds of the north. 

The city is situated at the practical! 
head of navigation, and is located per- 
baps more conveniently for transacting 
the business of the section than any other 
place hereabouts would be. Fort Suell- 
ing is really and more naturally the 
geographical commercial center, but the 
unpurchasable government reservation 
there has prevented it from ever becom- 
ing either a rival to St. Paul or a point of 
any business importance. The steamboat 
interest that is in this trade is inealcula- 
bly great and important. During all the 
boating season, there are several lines of 
steamers running daily to and from the 
eity, and thus it is not only in constant 
frewht but also mail communication 
with the world. VTelegraph lines, also, 
reach to every important point of the 
contivent. Railways will soon be in op 
eration to the great eastern and western 
depots of the country, and thus St. Paul 
will be as easily accessible to tourists and 
business people as St. Louis or any other 
wreat city. 

has numerous churches, and 
the greater number of them are hand- 
iy and substantially built. The 
(‘xtholic cathedral is the best and most 
«id structure, and has the largest con 
gregation of the city. A peculiar feature 
of a number of the other churches, is seen 
in that they have very small bouses sur- 
mounted by enormously and dispropor- 
tionately large steeples. The roadways 
are very .olid and clean. The drives 
over them are thus made very comforta- 
bie luxuries, and are expecially attractive. 
The statehouse is « gloomy, isolated 
building, without any beauty in itearchi- 
tectural appearance or comfort in its con- 
struction. Numerous clocks with large 
dials, appearin various quarters of the 
city. The idea is that the time of day 
may be easily seen. There are some good 
hotels in the city, but the traveler who 
proposes staying more than a few 
days, will find the Park Place the 
most comfértable house, as it 
has an airy situation, end has 
many conveniences of a country suburb, 
though it is near the center of the city. 
A number of southern people are there 
at present. There are innumerable re- 
sorts within easy reach of St. Paul, and 
at all of them visitors, tourists and 
invalids can find every convenience they 


desire. Good houses abound at every 
lake and village in the vicinity. ‘The 
lakes are exceedingly beautiful, and 


shine with more inviting smiles than 
anywhere else on earth. e creeks and 
streame are bright, and their pure waters 
glitter like jewel drops of health giving 
baim. I think that there is no other 
section of earth where the air is purer or 
more invigorating than it is found in this 
beautiful northern resort, every portion 
of which is filled to repletion with inva- 
lids and other visitors for the summer,

“AWA MUDDLE” 

The Washington letter-writers and the 
press together bave made an awful mud- 
‘die of the controversy or discussion be- 
tween Cieneral Grant and the Presideat. 
We put together the following para- 
graphs, out of which it is perhaps possi- 
ble to extract the real truth. 

POWERS OF GEN. GRANT UNDER THE 
RECONSTRUCTION ACT, 

The discussion in political circles to- 
day has been over an analyzation of the 
reconstruction act*passed by congress in 
July, and the powers it conferred on Gen. 
(irant. if is admitted by the opponents 
of the president that it is not so broad as 
it was first believed to be, when the con- 
fliet between the executive and Gen. 
CGirant first arose on Tuesday, for it seems 
doubtful if it gives all the powers to the 
general of the army, in check of the 
resident, which was intended, and that 


it has been supposed to do. See- 
tion three of that bill provides that 


the general of the army of the United 
Ntates shall be invested with all the 
powers of supervision, removal, apport. 
ment and detail granted in the preseding 
section to district commanders. By the 
second section the general of the army is 
limited to co-ordinate and supervising 
powers in re gard to suspension, removal, 
appointment and detail. If any district 
commander appoints disloyal persons to 
the civil municipal offices within the 
distriet, Gen. Grant can remove them ; 
or, if the district commander suspends or 
removes loyal incumbents, the general 
of the army can auvul! his action, thereby 
reinstating the removed officials; but 
Gen. Grant vow thinks his authority 
seemea to be limited to these co-ordinate 
and supervising powers in regard to sus- 
pension, removal, appointment and de- 
tail. If, for instance, the commander of 
the fifth district should issue an order, 
under the advice of the president, to 
postpone the election ordered by Cien. 
Mheridan in Louisiana, in Septem ber, 
Gien. Grant would have no power to in- 
lerpose. 
POWERS OF GEN. GRANT. 

New YorK, August 29.—A Washing- 
ton special to the Post says: * After 
careful investigation, it is Agenerally 
ayvreed among frieuds of (few. (jrant 
that the supplemeatai reconstruction act 
eonfines his authority over the district 
commanders solely to the approval or 
disapproval of their acts in removing 
rebel officials, and does not extend fo all 
acts of said commanders—such as post- 
postponing elections, Changing registra- 
tion, etc. This is regarded as a great 
omission by congress, and was not so un- 
derstood vy Gen. Grant when (ren, 
Thomas was directed by bim to continue 
in force every order of (jen. Sberidan’s.”’ 

PRESIDENT ANI) GEN. GRANT, 
To the Western Associated ress: 

WASHINGTON, August 29.—The Jn- 
te neer of to-day feels authorized 
to state that the reports of any 
personal difference between the presi- 
dent and Gen. Grant are unfounded ; 
but that paper is not correct in announc- 
ing in the same connection: * What 
ever may be their respective views as to 
matters of detail, there is no conflict be- 
tween them as to the prerogatives of 
each.’’ On the contrary, it is known 
that there are very decided differences 
regarding legal questions affecting their 
respective powers aud duties under the 
reconstruction acts, 

THE PRESIDENT AND THE GENERAL. 


There is official authority for denying 
so much of the statement, which ap- 
pears in the Washington and Pniladel- 
phia journals relative to the interview be- 
tween (ien. Grant and the president 
yesterday, represents the president's 
asking (:en. Grant to withdraw his jet- 
ter about the order sending (jen. 
cock to New Orleans; nor did he tel] 
Gen. Cirant that hisJetter looked a little 
like insudordination. Both Gen. Grant 
and the president state that their discus- 
sion, notwithstanding the variance of 
opinion, Was exceedingly friendly. 

Gen. Grant wrote the president to-day, 
asking the withdrawal of his letter pro- 
testing againat the form of the order 
sending tien. Hancock to New Orleans. 
The president returned the letter, as re- 
quested, and as it was virtually super- 
seded by the discussion yesterday, it will 
pot be made public. 


(venerais are officers as little named in 
the Constitution as Lieutenauts and Cor- 
porals, They have no Constitutional 
powers. They are subordinate officers of 
the army, under the Commander-in- 
Chief, whom the Constitution invests 
with «// the Executive power. Even 
with his consent Congress can not take 
from bim and appropriate to itself any 
part ofthat power, or make a& subordj 
nate officer independent of Adm, to obey 
ifs orders. By making the President the 
Commander-in-Chief, and investing him 
with all the Executive power, the Con- 
stitution made him, ip reality, an 
elective king. To learn the extent of 
his powers as Commander-in-Chief, as 
the Constifution does not define them, 
we have to inquire what were the powers 
of the King of Great Britain when our 
States were Colonies, as Commander-in-

have, in some instances, to refer to the 
EFuglish Constitution to ascertain the 
President's power® 1p civil matters, As 
to these, the framers of the Constitution 
greatly diminished the kxecutive power 
and imposed on them restrictions and 
limitations ; but they still left them regal! 
in their nature. For the fathers had Jost 
none of their reverence for the Britis) 
Constitution, in those great essentials jn- 
tended to secure the liberties of the peo- 
ple by a judicious distribution and limita. 
tion of the powers of government. What 
more royal then the uplimited power of 
pardon? What, than the veto power?

Chief of the army and navy? What, 

than the power of adjourning Congress ° 

Congress could not make Genera! 

GRANT independent’ or beyond the 

control, in any way, of the President. 

They could not disenable the President 
toorder him to any point he may please. 

They could not require the President to 
issue all orders through him. All such 
legislation is sheer ursupation. 

The re-construction act places the 
subjugated States under the military 
authority of the United States. it is but 
an impudent lie to say that Congress has 
taken the five generals and made them 
ita agents, to govern their districts. 
They command as military officers,. As 
such, they are necessari/y subject to the 
orders and under the supervision of Gen- 
eral GRANT; and he under those of the 
President, coming to him direct, or 
through the Secretary of War. A// the 
acts of General GRANT are sub’ect to the 
supervision of the President. The Gen- 
eralmust obey, and cannot even resign 
without the President's consent. He is 
in no sense the President’s adviser, and 
has no right to volunteer his opinion on 
any subject, or to remonstrate against ap 
order, except as a commander of a divis- 
sion might, receiving what he deemed an 
unwise order from the commander of his 
corps. He would delay obedience at the 
risk of his commission, or perhaps of his 
head. 

General {GRANT might very properly 
be consulted by the President, in respect 
to the detailing of officers for special 
service or commands, All orders for this 
purpose ought, by the rules of the service, 
to go through Aim. He is supposed to be 
better acquainted with the needs of the 
service and the peculiar qualifications of 
officers, than the President. When con- 
rsulted, he has the right, of course, 
respectfully to offer his advice. But 
when the order is given, l@ must obey. 
We do not suppose that he ever dreamed 
of not obeying the orders transferring 
SHERIDAN and SICKLEsS. He is Acting 
Secretary of War, also, and the Consti- 
tution autborizes the President to require 
his opinions in writing. 

It seems that he remonstrated against 
the removal of STANTON, that Sanus 
of the War Office. Wedo not imagine 
that he vo/unterred to de so, by virtue of 
any supposed right in himself as General 
to tender his advice upasked for. We 
suppose that the President, proposing to 
appoint him to be Secretary for the time, 
took steps to ascertain whether he would 
accept, and the General, in reply, by a 
private letter, advised him not to remove 
STANTON. The letter Was unquestionably 
a respectful one; for it gave the President 
no offence. The public has no business 
to see the letter, apy more than any 
other private letter from one gentleman 
to another; and that pimp to the private 
curiosity of the popniace, the Northern 
press, has not succeeded in procuring it 
for publication. 

The President's reply to the General's 
letter advising agaiust the transfer of 
SHERIDAN, way have elicited a response 
from the General. Hf it did, we have not 
eeen it. Atall events, the order issued. 
It, and the subsequent one placing (ren- 
eral HANCOCK in command of the Fifth 
Military Distriet, like that replacing 
SickLES with General CANBY, directed 
the officers thus placed in command to 
execute the acts of Congress. General 
(iKANT undertook todirect General HAN- 
COCK not to appoint to office any person 
removed by SHERIDAN, perhaps not to 
undo any of his acta. The question of 
his right to do this, independently of 
Presidential control, seems to have been 
discussed between himself and the Presi- 
dent: and he, satisfied of his error, has 
had leave to withdraw his letter in re- 
apect to the order to General HANCOCK, 
We presume that he yielded, on finding 
himself in the wrong, in that spirit which 
should actuate an officer and a gentle- 
man. But it has suited the papers to 
make a sensation, and they succeeded in 
making a muddle. 


MORE “MEN ASD BRETHREN” COM- 
ING. 


The Chinese emigration to Ca/ifornia 
jx assuming immense proportions. Ship 
loads of celestials arrive weekly, and are 
rapidly made use of on the railroads, and 
in the mines and rauches. They imme- 
diately get such high wages, compared 
with what they have beenin the habit 
of receiving at home, that the reports 
they send back will undoubtedly be the 
means of doubling and quadrulping the 
numbers to arrive hereafter. Ounce the 
tide sets in, where will it stop? The 
Californians can get all the labor they 
want from China, but do they care for 
the laborers as a partof their permanent 
population? This is a serious question, 
and itshould be discussed and settled 
now. If this tide of Chinese keeps flow- 
ing into the Golden State, nothing can 
prevent thousands of them in time find- 
iug their way tothe south to cultivate 
cotton. 

We clip the above paragraph from an 
exchange, only to remark, that the 
flood-gate having been let loose, so aa to 
aimit all types of men as political and 
social equals to those who framed and 
have carried on this government, up to 
the inauguration of LINCOLN, we may 
expect to witness a general immigration 
of Mongolians and Africans from all the 
four quarters of the earth. If this suits 
Radical taste we have no quarrel with 
them aboutit. Butit will not suit their 
taste any longer than they can deceive 
the other races to give them all the offices. 
When the latter begin to aspire 
tnemselves, then the Radicals will be 
worse shocked than any other part of 
the world.

Yet one would think that they (the 
Radicals) would be ashamed thus to de- 
sert their black brethren, because they 
aspire to be their equals in official quali- 
fications as well as in suffrage rights. 
But they are not ashamed. Why? 
Because they are destitute of a sense of 
shame or consistency. So demoralized 
are they, that the “‘opipions of man 
kind’’ do not in the slightest degree 
affect or abash them. They have used 
the negro only to benefit themselves, 
When he ceases to be useful to them 
they will cast him aside without re 
morse. 


TAIL WAG 
THE DOG?T’ 

‘Why is the actor SOTHERN used 
to ask, *‘ that a little dog wags his tail?”’ 
“ Because,’ was the limpid and lucid 
explanation, ‘ utterance of the bewildered 
ratiocination going on in his poor, sol- 
emn, confounded, perplexed head, as- 
sisted only by bis memorandum points, 
made by all the fingers of both hands 
upon the ends of each other,’—'‘* because 
the dog ‘is ’eavier than ‘is tail: tf the 
tail waa ‘eavier than the dog, the tail 
would wag the dog !--which never was 
intended, of caws.”’ 

The negroes and Radicals own Ten- 
nessee in partnership, for the Lenefit of 
the Radicals alone, who take all the 
offices, and do the financiering! 
But in a large part of Tennessee the 
Radicals are but a battalion, 
and the negroes are an army.

stitution, the citizens havea right ‘to 
instruct their representatives.” Why 
should not the pegroes instruct /Acirs, to 
enact that they may bold office? Are 
they not men ond brethren? The 
citizens of colour are qualified to hold 
city offices. Why deo they not set about 
exercising that right? “The dog is 
eavier than tail,’’—why does he not 
way it, instead of letting the white tail 
wag the black body?

STUCTION. 

We find the following in the New 
York J/icrald. The econcluding para- 
graph alone is worth a volume of argu- 
ment, and brands the legislation of Con- 
gress as inJamous: 

Although the new reconstruction law 
as finally passed by both houses of con- 
gress at its present session is not exactly 
sim lar to the one passed by the house a 
few months previous, it is so much like 
it as not to require aseparate description. 
It gives to the district commanders per- 
fect controlf over the civil government 
that now nominally exists in the south, 
approves all that they have done in the 
way of removing civilofficers, and author- 
izes either them or Gen. Cirant to make 
avy further removals they may deem fit,

amplifies the disfranchising clauses of the |

the manner in which they discharge 

their duties. In short, all that President 

Johnson said of the former law in his 

famous veto message of last March may 

be said of this. 
the last three months has shown that the 
five ‘‘ absolute monarehs’’ whom it cre- 
ates are very mild tyrants, and that the 
people have not been grievously oppressed 
by them. Nevertheless, the establish- 
ment of such a despotic and irresponsible 
governmentover twelve millions of people 
is a dangerous precedent, and the sooner 
it is ended the better it will be for all 
parties. No one can safely predict what 
progress the southern states will make 
under their new civil governments. They 
will be anomalous affairs. Not only will 
more than one-half of the people have 
no voice in the government, but the dis- 
franchised class will possess nearly the 
whole of the intelligence and the landed 
wealth of the community—a state of 
things neverbefore seen Upon the earth.

He denounces the action of 
congress in excluding the Kentucky 
delegation, and referring to the negroes 
says, we should treat them barmoniously 
and kindly, and teach them to strive to 
better their condition and make them- 
selves useful citizens, ‘They must under 
stand, however, that the white men will 
rule Kentucky, as we are pet yet sunk so 
low a8 to consent to be governed by 
negroes. In conclusion he says: ‘‘ There 
are no secessionists among us now. We 
are all for the union and constitution, 
and let not the true men of the country 
give comfort to their enemies by foolishly 
fighting over dead issues of the past.”

Nuisance. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
board of mayor and aldermen was held 
Vesterday afternoon at their ehambers, 
Iixehanwe building.

MAYOR'S MESSAGE, 

The following message from the mayor 
was submitted : 

MAYOR'S OFFICE, 
MEM PILLS, eptember 54, 17. 
(;entiemen of the Board of Aldermen: 

desire to your.attention to the 
importance of making some provision for 
controlling and regulating that class of 
our population known generally among 
us as ‘* Mackerels.’’ There are in this 
city from two to three hundred boys and 
girls who have either left their parents 
or have been deserted by them. These 
children are not obnly a soltrce of annoy- 
ance tn the community and to the lower 
courts of the city, but they are a source 
of much anxiety to the good men and 
worden of our city. Some practical effort 
should be made to reclaim and make 
them useful and respectable citizens. 

For this purpose I propose to establish 
an institution where such of these chil- 
dren as violate the law shall be sent—not 
to be punished only, but where they will 
receive instruction in some of the ele- 
mentary branches of learning, as wellas 
be required to perform some useful man- 
ual labor. 

To establish such an institution as will 
effect any perceptible good, will requirea 
very cousiderable outiay of money. I 
recommend that the fifty-four acres of 
land owned by the city on Cane creek 
be held for this purpose; and that the 
building and apartments recently occu- 
pied as the city hospital be. sold and the 
proceeds applied to the erection of such 
buildings and improvements as are nec- 
essary for the purpose indicated. The 
land mentioned is in a neighborhood 
where more can be purchased if needed. 
ft is hardly pecessary to mention that in 
institutions of this character we are far 
behind many cities of much leas im- 
portance than ours. I respectfully re- 
quest that this subject be referred to a 
special committee of investigation.

The contractors say that it 
difficult to procure lumber in such 
quantities as they require. 1 fear, there- 
fore, that Main street, or a larger portion 
of it, will remain unpaved apother win- 
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ter. Aside from its importance as the 
leading street to two depots, it is 
the principal street for shopping 
and promanading—hence the great 
becessity of having it paved with 
as little delay as possible—too great, 


indeed, to be delayed for the conrenience 
of parties. The amount of business 
Lrought to the city, or drawn away, by 
reason of convenient and cheap trans- 
por tation to and from the Mississippi aud 
Tennessee, and the Memphis and Louis- 
ville depots, is of almost vital importance 
to our Welfare. The street railroad diffi- 
culty should be immediately terminated 
by compromise or otherwise, and the 
contractors invited to commence the 
lelny on Main street without further 
delay. 

Vhile on the subject of pavement, I 
would remark that we cannot realize the 
full benelit of the streets paved with 
Nicolson until the principal suburban 
streets ure improve: Auction, Ala 
bama, Boundary avenue, Vance, aud 
other less important streets should be 
paved. I am informed that there is, 
in & reasouatle distance of Memphis, 
the same character of material 

with which the etreets of Paducah 
are paved. Jt is a superior quality of 
gravel, taken from its native bed, and 
spread on the streets, and then packed 

with heavy roliers. I have seen the 
streets in that city several times in the 
lasi ten or twelve years, and know, from 
personal observation, that they are good 
—and beHeve that the same material, if 
itcan be procured, will be satisfactory 
for the less impertant streets ip this city, 
and will cost, probably, about half the 
amount paid for Nicholson or stone. 

! would therefore recommend that you 
appoint a committee to visit Paducah,

A large number of 
country dealers are “in town, who buy 
small stocks, but our merchants are of- 
fering very liberal terms, and the ayyre- 
gate of trade is very good for this early 
in the season. The stocks on hand are 
varied and complete, ‘offering more in- 
ducements to the taste of dealers than 
ever before. Low priced goods are not 
so much in demand, but staple articles ot 
approved brands are sought after. 

boots and shoes there is aleo a better 
business doing. Large accessions are 
being received daily, and prices in this 
market are about as they were last week. 
The eastern market, under the increased 
demand, has advanced, but so far the 
advance has not affected this market. 

The grocery market is active and firm, 
with very fair stocks. The upward ten- 
dency of the gold market tends tostilfen 
prices in the leading articles, but our 
merchants being determjned to sell, are 
offering at the very lowest rates.
